Despite the $4.5-billion price 
tag of upgrades to the Royal 
Alexandria Hospital revealed 
on Monday, the government 
insists it remains committed 
to addressing the Misericordia 
community hospital as well. 

After reports first brought the 
number to light, AHS confirmed 
a 16-year, $4.5-billion plan for 
the Royal Alex to rehabilitate or 
replace almost all of the build¬ 
ings at the complex. 

While in opposition, the NDP 
was insistent the former Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative govern¬ 
ment had to quickly replace the 
aging Misericordia hospital in 


Edmonton, even going so far as 
to champion a petition and cre¬ 
ating a website NewMisNow.ca. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man was unavailable for com¬ 
ment Tuesday, but in a prepared 
statement said the new numbers 
don’t change the government’s 
stance. 

“The government remains 
committed to addressing the 
needs at the Misericordia. It’s 
not a matter of if; it’s a matter of 
when,” she said. “Both facilities 
need significant investment and 
they are priorities for us. Our 
capital plan will outline how we 
intend to address these needs.” 

Wildrose health critic Drew 
Barnes said he was stunned by 
the cost for the Royal Alex and 
hopes the government does 
some serious scrutiny of the 
numbers. 

“It will absolutely be the most 
expensive hospital in the entire 
world,” he said. “I’m wondering 
if AHS is sending a signal to our 
big-spending new government 
that they want to be in line for 
some tax dollars.”

Fall especially 
difficult time 
of year, says

The University of Alberta is re¬ 
minding students of crisis sup¬ 
port resources available after the 
death of a student on campus 
Tuesday. 

The student, who will not be 
named, is the third student in the 
past 13 months whose death on 
campus has been deemed non¬ 
criminal. The university released 
a short statement online Tues¬ 
day morning saying support is 
being offered to those affected 
by the death. 

The U of A’s Community Social 
Work Team coordinator Sheena 
Abar said non-criminal deaths 
include suicide and death by 
natural causes. Suicide is the 
second most common cause of 
death among young people in 
Canada, but resources exist on 
campus to help students deal 
with stress, she said. 

“I know it’s difficult in our so¬ 
ciety to come forward and ask for 
help, but there are many students 
who care about them,” Abar said. 
“We’re here to help support our 
students to be as successful as 


they can be.” 

A National College Health 
Assessment survey from 2013 
showed 1.1 per cent of Alber¬ 
tan students attempted suicide, 
and 8.5 per cent contemplated 
suicide. Sixty three per cent felt 
very lonely, and 52 per cent felt 
hopeless. 

The study said less than half 
of Canadian university students 
have good mental health, and de¬ 
pression and anxiety have been 
linked to academic difficulties, 
lower grades and higher drop¬ 


out rates. 

The university offers free pro¬ 
fessional and peer-led counsel¬ 
ling and crisis support services 
available through the Students’ 
Union and the Office of the Dean 
of Students to help students feel¬ 
ing lonely, stressed out or over¬ 
whelmed by student life. Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Protective Services 
is open 24 hours a day and can 
direct students to the resources 
they need 

Fall can be an especially dif¬ 
ficult time of year for students, 


Abar said. 

“This is often when we see a 
dip in motivation or excitement 
about coming back to campus,” 
Abar said. “Distance from family 
is hard, and for some, it’s the first 
time they’ve gone through writ¬ 
ing a paper and some are starting 
to get grades back.” 

Students worried about the 
mental health of their peers 
should start a conversation about 
how they’re doing, Abar said. 

“The best thing they can do is 
talk to that person and express

their concerns to them in a more 
private way and ask that student 
how they’re feeling and what’s 
going on,” she said. 

“We can often self-isolate and 
think we are the only ones. But 
they matter to the student popu¬ 
lation and the institution as a 
whole.”

Trustees

Edmonton Catholic School trust¬ 
ees gave a draft policy for “sexual 
orientation and gender identity” 
first reading and debated several 
amendments to that policy Tues¬ 
day in a meeting not that differ¬ 
ent from the one in September. 

That earlier meeting devolved 
into shouting matches and in¬ 
fighting that detracted from the 
issue of setting a policy in place 
to protect transgender students. 
On Tuesday, a different policy was 
on the table, and although the 
debate was considerably more 
focused, the meeting took simi¬ 
lar turns. 

Trustee Lany Kowalczylc at¬ 
tempted to completely quash 
the debate, claiming it was re¬ 
dundant. His was the lone vote 
to postpone the debate indefin¬ 
itely and the lone vote against 
first reading of the policy. 

Marilyn Bergstra and John 
Acheson were elected as chair 
and vice-chair of the organiza¬ 
tion’s board, respectively. Berg¬ 
stra replaces Debbie Engel, who 
ran to be chair again but lost.

Curbing distracted 
driver disobedience

Even though we have all seen 
the devastation that’s caused 
when drivers aren’t paying atten¬ 
tion to the road, Staff Sgt. Paul 
Stacey said it hasn’t seemed to 
deter anyone from disobeying 
the distracted driving law. 

Stacey said officers have 
dished out distracted driving 
to people doing pretty strange 
things while behind the wheel. 

“We’ve written tickets to 
people who’re eating bowls of 
cereal and that sort of thing 
while they’re driving,” he said. 
“You’re obviously not paying 
attention to the road if you’re 
doing that.” 

According to Stacey, CPS has

seen it all — from eating, to 
grooming, to gaming while driv¬ 
ing, which can now earn Alber¬ 
tans a whopping $287 ticket 
since the increase in May of 
this year. 

Stacey said there are plans to 
add an additional punishment 
of losing three demerit points 
along with the ticket. 

“I expect that once the gov¬ 
ernment institutes demerits 
instead of just a fine, I suspect 
we’ll start to see the number 
decline,” he said. “That’s when 
it becomes real; that’s when 
people eventually lose their driv¬ 
er’s licences over this.” 

Chris Rechner, spokesman for 
Alberta Motor Association (AMA) 
said in a survey they conducted 
in June of 2014 in which 900 Al¬ 


bertans were polled, they found 
that a third of Albertans admit¬ 
ted to texting while driving. 

“When we asked them why, 
we found that almost half the 
people said it’s because they’re 
stopped in traffic,” he said. 
“There’s this idea that because 
your vehicle isn’t moving that 
you’re not part of the flow of 
traffic.” 

“People tend to tune out 
when they get to a red fight or 
a traffic jam or a train crossing,” 
he added. 

Rechner said 41 per cent of 
those polled in Edmonton said 
they have texted while driving, 
while only 29 per cent of Cal¬ 
garians admitted to the same. 

Stacey said for those who 
are driving sporadically and 
don’t admit to distracted driv¬ 
ing, there’s another ticket — 
called driving without due care 
— which can cost a driver $543. 

“You’re driving at least in 
most cases a two-tonne missile 
down the road, so it would be¬ 
hoove the person who’s driving 
it to pay attention to the road,” 
he said.

After learning of a possible 
million-dollar fraud within its 
organization, directors on the 
Northlands board are pushing 
to know how long this potential 
theft may have been happening 
and who’s involved. 

“We’re looking historically 
and we’re looking at what we 
need to deal with presently,” 
said Coun. Michael Oshry, who 
along with Mayor Don Iveson 
and Coun. Tony Caterina, sits 
as one of three city representa¬ 
tives on the non-profit organiza¬ 
tion’s board. 

“Ultimately I’m hopeful,” 
Oshiy said. 

If the worst-case scenario of 


the situation holds true, accord¬ 
ing to Northlands CEO Tim Reid, 
as much as $1.2 million per year 
could have been leaving the Ed¬ 
monton institution’s parking 
department. 

Reid announced last Thursday 
that all the parking staff would 
be dismissed and parking out¬ 
sourced to Impark. 

Richard Andersen, Reid’s pre¬ 
decessor, stepped down from the 
organization after three years at 
the helm in Januaiy 2014. 

Andersen, who now runs a 
consulting firm in Washington 
state, said he was unaware of the 
recent news or of any potential 
fraud within the organization. 

“We did some evaluations 
and reviews, and the sort of 
normal things that you do in 
those positions, but nothing like 
that emerged that I’m aware 
of,” Andersen said of his time 
at Northlands. 

In July, Reid received a report 
from auditing firm KPMG that 
raised 13 “hypotheses” about 


Northlands’ business. 

The hypotheses included the 
parking issue and Northlands 
contracting auditors from the 
Edmonton International Airport 
to observe the organization’s 
parking business during the I<- 
Days festival. 

Worryingly, as Reid told repor¬ 
ters Friday, in eveiy instance the 
auditors found inconsistencies, 
some of which appear to be theft 
(as yet unproven). 

Reid said that Northlands will 
share the evidence it has gath¬ 
ered with the police, though has 
yet to do so. If there is evidence of 
criminal activity, he said, North¬ 
lands will pursue legal action. 

He declined to make the 
KMPG report public, despite the 
fact Northlands receives signifi¬ 
cant public money. 

Asked if the report should be 
shared with the public, Oshry 
said no. 

“While (Northlands) does get 
public money it is a privately held 
organization,” he said.

The months-long yard sale 
neighbours feared would never 
end has finally shut down. 

After starting in July, the sale 
at 114 Street and 78 Avenue 
came to a close Friday, when the 
Court of Queen’s Bench granted 
the City of Edmonton an injunc¬ 
tion forcing homeowner Mat¬ 
thew Peter to end the sale and 
remove everything from the 
yard within 48 hours. 


That included rusted pots and 
pans, broken toys and vacuum 
cleaners. 

“If we could have had this 
property cleaned up in June or 
July we would have,” said Ryan 
Pleclcaitis, the city’s director of 
complaints and investigations. 

Pleclcaitis said the yard sale 
was “clearly” a business running 
without a valid business licence. 
So far, Peter has complied in 
cleaning the property, he said. 

On Tuesday, Peter wouldn’t 
say why he insisted on operating 
the sale longer than the three 
days allowed for yard sales by 


city bylaws, but said the sale 
prevented junk from going to 
landfill. 

“I think that the yard sale 
was a fabulous success and over 
8,000 kilograms were diverted 
from the landfill,” he said. “It’s 
just awesome.” 

McKernan Community 
League Secretary Hilaiy Gray 
said the community is “very 
relieved” it’s being cleaned up. 

“Unfortunately the neigh¬ 
bours and community had to 
suffer because of it,” Gray said. 
“Hopefully this is the last we will 
see of this in our community.”

NDP pitches its path to change 

Local candidates Gil McGowan (Edmonton-Centre), Janis Irwin (Edmonton-Griesbach), 

Linda Duncan (Edmonton-Strathcona) and Aaron Paquette (Edmonton Manning) sat 
down Tuesday to discuss their party’s vision for Edmonton. RYAN TUMILTY METRO 



Metro: How achievable is the 
NDP’s proposal for $15-per-day 
daycare? 

Janis Irwin: We have seen 
successive Liberal and Conserva¬ 
tive governments fail to deliver 
any child-care spaces and we 
have made a commitment to 
bring a million child-care spaces 
across Canada — 41,000 here in 
Edmonton. 

Metro: Is it going to be the 
end of your mandate before 
some of these spaces start to 
get built? 

Linda Duncan: It’s interesting 
that the big critic of our child¬ 
care plan has been the Liberals. 
And I say that’s pretty right be¬ 
cause the Liberals were in power 
for 13 years and never delivered 
a child-care space that they have 
promised. We will provide those 
spaces. We’re dedicated to pro¬ 
viding those spaces and we will 
start right away to work with 
the territorial and provincial 
governments. 


Gil McGowan: Will it take a 
while for us to roll this program 
out? Yes, it will. But at the end 
of our planning horizon, we will 
have the kind of robust, national, 
affordable child-care system that 
Canadians have been calling for. 

Metro: How would you pay for 
your priorities and improve the 
economy? 

McGowan: We think the more 
pmdent approach is to roll back 
at least some of Stephen Harper’s 
tax giveaways to corporations. 

Aaron Paquette: Those tax 
breaks were intended to create 
jobs; they didn’t know that. Cor¬ 
porations didn’t do that; they just 
kept the money. When we talk 
about that two per cent tax rate, 
that’s still lower than all of the 
G7 countries. People talk about, 
won’t they mn? Well, where are 
they going to go? Canada is still 
the best place to do business. 

Metro: The Alberta economy 
is tied to resources. How does a 


voter take confidence that you 
can diversify it? 

Duncan: It’s not easy. We’re 
not going to diversify the econ¬ 
omy of just Edmonton or just 
Alberta; we need to be diversi¬ 
fying the economy of Canada. 
Sometimes it is hard for people 
to grasp that, that we have a big¬ 
ger responsibility than our con¬ 


stituency. I’ve talked to so many 
constituents who say they’re fed 
up. They’ve worked in the oil 
field their entire life and they 
are tired of the boom and bust. 
We have got a $3-trillion renew¬ 
able energy and energy efficiency 
global economy, and the Harper 
government has completely had 
a blind eye to it. 


Metro: What changes under an 
NDP government on aboriginal 
relations? 

Paquette: What it comes 
down to, and this is a fact and 
most people admit it — they 
don’t understand what treat¬ 
ies are. 

They don’t understand what 
the treaties are and so they don’t 
understand Canada’s roles and 
responsibilities with First Na¬ 
tions. 

Tom Mulcair has clearly said 
that he wants a nation-to-nation 
relationship, and indigenous 
people across Canada are em¬ 
bracing that. 

Metro: Your party is offering 
$1.3 billion a year in transit fund¬ 
ing. Is it enough? 

Duncan: This is another line 
I hear from Liberals, that we are 
not offering anything right up 
front on transit, and it’s com¬ 
pletely false. 

McGowan: In their own docu¬ 


ment, it says they are going to in¬ 
crease transit funding by $1,675 
billion dollars per year. That’s 
about the same we are going 
to spend. It is simply not true 
that the Liberals are going to 
spend more on the construc¬ 
tion of transit. 

Metro: Is the NDP going to be 
able to do more for Syrian refu¬ 
gees and do it quickly? 

Duncan: We didn’t just wait 
until the election to raise this 
issue of the failure of the gov¬ 
ernment to at least work with 
the churches and community or¬ 
ganizations that a year back were 
willing to support and bring in 
Syrian refugees. 

There are very pragmatic 
things the government could 
have done. Instead, we discov¬ 
er the prime minister did the 
reverse. He actually delayed by 
several weeks even the process¬ 
ing of refugees so he could hand¬ 
pick favoured people.

Awards celebrate outstand¬ 
ing achievement in Can¬ 
adian entrepreneurship. 


Dave Loken and Coun. Mike 
Nickel — making an effort “to 
meet with everyone” in the in¬ 
dustry, and said they’ve been 
attentive to his concerns. 

He explained there are 
“mixed opinions” amongst in¬ 
dustry stakeholders, who are all 
“hoping for the best” with the 
next bylaw draft in November, 
but most are still lobbying for 
two key changes. 

“One is controlling the num¬ 
ber of cabs,” he said. “The other 
one is with the fare regulation.” 

Manhas said he’s happy to 
share those concerns with 
councillors, but worried city 
administration has yet to con¬ 
tact him. “We hope they will 
before they bring amendments 
to the council,” he said. 

Nickel said he and Loken 
are currently “waiting to sit 
down with administration” to 
see what the plan is for con¬ 
sultation. “The devil is in the 
details,” Nickel said. “We are 
waiting on a consultation, so I 
want to know how that works, 
who they talk to ... there is a 
lot riding on this.”

Albertans want research: Government 


Alberta’s climate change advis¬ 
ory panel asked — and energy 
companies, trade associations, 
unions, think tanks and every¬ 
day Albertans answered. 

The panel received close 
to 500 submissions following 
their request for public com¬ 
ment on what the government 
should consider when draft¬ 
ing its climate change policy. 
Everyone from climate-change 
skeptics to diehard greens 
represented. 


Suggestions from those 
in favour of stronger action 
on climate change included 
switching all traffic lights to 
roundabouts to reduce idling, 
banning motorized lawn mow¬ 
ers and leaf blowers and giving 
nuclear power a chance. 

The most common requests, 
however, centred around more 
government funding for re¬ 
search, a faster phaseout of 
coal-fired power plants, more 
renewables and a price on car¬ 


bon emissions. 

Environmental groups made 
suggestions on what that car¬ 
bon price should be, with 
the Pembina Institute recom¬ 
mending a $40 per tonne price 
next year, rising $10 a tonne 
every year for the first 10 years, 
while the Suzuki Foundation 
suggested a more modest $30 
price, increasing by $10 a year 
for five years before a review. 

Those advocating for a car¬ 
bon price have allies in some 


oilsands companies, with Cen- 
ovus Energy, Shell, and Sun- 
cor among those supporting 
a widespread tax on carbon. 

Other oilsands players like 
Nexen and Husky Energy ex¬ 
pressed support for a continua¬ 
tion of the current specified 
gas emitter regulations, with 
Husky saying Alberta shouldn’t 
impose any more penalties 
until its competitors adopt an 
equivalent price on carbon.

So much for climate change 
in this election. 

No, no. I get it. We've got 
a lot going on. There's the 
stumbling economy, a global 
refugee crisis, child-care wor¬ 
ries, housing problems, grow¬ 
ing income inequality and, of 
course, the niqab. 

So what, I guess, that 
Canadians still rank climate 
change high on their list of 
voting priorities? 

This could have been the 
big one. The election where 
fear over climate change and 
federal policy finally got into 
bed together. The election 
where leaders offered bold 
visions of the future. A pivot 
from the oilsands, towards 
something new. 

It's only partly our fault. Our 
elected leaders are also to 
blame. 

But let's start with you, earn¬ 
est voter who is worried about 
the health of our environment. 

You are all but 
certainly not 
voting Conserv¬ 
ative. 

If you were to 
vote based on 
purely environ¬ 
mental policies, 
you would vote 
Green, the party that remains 
the most comprehensive 


on climate change and the 
environment. 

Perhaps you're one of the 
3.9 per cent of Canadians who 
did vote Green in 2011. More 
likely, your vote is destined for 
the NDP or the Liberals. Of the 
two, the NDP has the more ag¬ 
gressive emissions-reduction 
target (actually, the Liberals 
have no 
target what¬ 
soever), but 
really, let's 
be honest: 

Whether you 
vote NDP or 
Liberal, you'll 
assume it's a 
vote for the 
environment 
because 
both are so dramatically bet¬ 
ter than the Conservatives 
on this. It's the equivalent of 
asking someone out to a fancy 
dinner, ending up at a burrito 
joint, and saying at least it's 
not McDonald's. 

But like I said. It's only partly 
your fault. How can you take 
someone out for a $50 steak 
when no one 
(viable) is sell¬ 
ing it? 

"It's not 
like they're 
making it 
central to their 
campaigns," 
says Matthew 
Paterson, a politics professor 
at the University of Ottawa 


and a fellow at the Broadbent 
Institute. 

A supreme understatement. 

"I've been completely 
appalled by the level of 
discourse in this campaign," 
says David Boyd, an environ¬ 
mental lawyer, professor and 
author of the new book The 
Optimistic Environmentalist. 

"The world 
is changing. 
The dramatic 
upsurge in 
renewable 
energy gener¬ 
ation, the huge 
economic po¬ 
tential of clean 
tech,these 
are revolution¬ 
ary economic 
shifts that are underway." Our 
"myopic focus" on fossil fuels, 
pipelines and coal, is bad eco¬ 
nomic policy, too, he says. 

Louise Comeau, execu¬ 
tive director of Climate 
Action Network Canada, the 
coalition of Canada's leading 
environmental groups, calls 
the election "worse than a 
missed opportunity — almost 
irresponsible." Continuing 
to present the economy and 
environmental protection as 
at odds is "putting the country 
at risk of really damaging our 
economy," she says. 

The UN would agree. It 
backed a report released 
last month that warned our 
resource-based economy is 


in danger as the other nations 
strive to reduce their energy 
consumption. 

To absorb the media in the 
last few years, in particular last 
year's UN's Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change 
report, is to assume climate- 
change Armageddon is one 
domino away. 

And yet, in the midst of this 
global frenzy over the fate of 
the earth, the Canadian fed¬ 
eral election campaign comes 
along, and the main message 
is about the little picture. 
Income splitting, taxes on the 
rich, balanced or unbalanced 
budgets, niqab, niqab, niqab. 
Only the Greens are explicitly 
against pipelines. All other 
parties are talking climate 
change lite. 

And perhaps we're only 
one round of electoral reform 
away from a campaign where 
you wouldn't have to be so 
afraid to vote Green, for fear 
you'd let the very opposite 
hold on to power. 

But the Greens have been 
offering heavy environmental¬ 
ism for years now, and only a 
fraction of us have been bit¬ 
ing. Any politico will tell you, 
it's the economy, stupid. 

So, dear voter, it's us — 
and it's them. And I'm fairly 
sick, by now, of hearing that 
Canadians care about climate 
change. I'd rather see this 
country vote like it.

Harper’s 'cash 
on the table’ 
stunt may be 
for attack ads 

Conservative Leader Stephen 
Harper is literally putting cash on 
the table in an effort to halt the 
momentum of Justin Trudeau’s 
Liberals in the closing days of 
the federal election campaign. 

With just five days of cam¬ 
paigning left before Canadians 
go to the polls next Monday, the 
Conservatives have twice staged 
low-tech stunts designed to illus¬ 
trate how much they say Liberal 
tax changes will cost voters as 
Harper attempts to pick apart 
the Liberal platform. 

The prime minister played the 
role of game show host again 
Tuesday at a partisan rally in 
west-end Toronto, calling out 
Liberal tax increases as a pizza 
store owner counted bills onto a 
table to the backdrop of a loudly 
ringing cash register. 

“The tax hikes the Liberals talk 
about, they are not just num¬ 
bers in a pamphlet,” said Harper, 


without jacket or tie and with 
his blue shirt sleeves rolled up. 

“They are real dollars and I 
want to show you again today 
what the payroll tax hikes look 
like.” 

Conservative party videog- 
raphers took tight shots as pizza 
store owner Dino Ari laid bills on 


a table to repeated “lca-chings” 
from a cash register. 

“Hand it over, Dino,” Harper 
coached. “I hope you counted 
that carefully.” 

The Conservatives staged a 
similar display on the Thanks¬ 
giving weekend and the stunt 
appears destined for party ad¬ 


vertising in the final moments 
of this extraordinary 78-day cam¬ 
paign, the longest in modern 
Canadian history. 

All three major party leaders 
were in the Greater Toronto Area 
on Tuesday morning as polls 
continue to suggest an electorate 
in flux and swathes of seat-rich 


Ontario up for grabs. 

There’s also compelling evi¬ 
dence of a motivated electorate. 

An estimated 1.2 million vot¬ 
ers cast ballots in advance polls 
Monday, according to Elections 
Canada, bringing the four-day 
holiday weekend total to more 
than 3.6 million ballots cast. 
That’s an increase of 71 per cent 
over advance ballots in the 2011 
election, when only three days of 
advance polls were held. 

Antipathy to Harper’s Con¬ 
servatives appears to be the only 
unifying element among the vari¬ 
ous challengers to the throne. 

“I got into politics because I 


disagreed deeply with the vision 
that Stephen Harper has for this 
country and there is no circum¬ 
stances in which I could either 
support him or even stand back 
and allow him to be prime min¬ 
ister,” Trudeau said when asked 
about a potential minority Con¬ 
servative government. 

The Liberal leader, who ven¬ 
tured into an NDP-held riding in 
Toronto, appears to be trying to 
peel off voters from both the NDP 
and Tories, while hoping to win 
over strategic voters who might 
see an incumbent NDP MP as the 
best vehicle for removing Harper 
from office, the Canadian press

Elections Canada wants you to 
know you are more than wel¬ 
come to smile while voting — 
you just can’t say cheese. 

After 3.6 million Canadians 
hit the polls for early voting 
over the long weekend — and 
as millions more get ready for 
the big day Oct. 19 — Elections 
Canada is reminding voters that 
taking a selfie while casting 
your ballot is a big no-no. 

In fact posting a duck-face sel¬ 
fie with a marked ballot could 
land you in jail. 

“Voting is secret.... You are 
not supposed to take selfies,” 
said Elections Canada spokes¬ 
woman Marie-France Kenny. 

“According to Section 489 
of the Act ... it’s a summary 


conviction offence punishable 
by a maximum fine of $1,000 
or a three-month prison term.” 

While it’s not against the 
rules to take a picture while 
waiting to vote at the polls, Ken¬ 
ny said it’s a big-time offence to 
openly state who you are voting 
for while inside the polling sta¬ 
tion — which, of course, would

happen if you post a photo of 
your marked ballot. 

Kenny suggests voters play it 
safe and leave their phones in 
their pockets until they’re out¬ 
side the polling station. 

That’s what Kerry Berton- 
cello-Dale did after voting in 
Winnipeg over the weekend. 

The 24-year-old says he posted 


a photo of himself next to the 
yellow Elections Canada sign 
outside his polling station to 
remind his friends to vote.

Harper left journalist feeling ‘betrayed and abandoned’ in jail 


Freed journalist Mohamed 
Fahmy lashed out at Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper on 
Tuesday, accusing him of wash¬ 
ing his hands of his case when 
intervention with the highest 
levels of the Egyptian govern¬ 
ment was most needed. 

Speaking at a news confer¬ 


ence in Toronto, Fahmy said he 
initially refused to believe Harper 
was not bringing his full weight 
to bear on Egyptian authorities. 

“Sitting in that prison cell, it 
was difficult not to feel betrayed 
and abandoned by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Harper,” he said. 

Instead of taking action to 


lean on the Egyptian President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sisi, Fahmy said 
Harper turned the case over to 
lower-level members of his gov¬ 
ernment who simply didn’t have 
the power to help. 

Fahmy, 41, was the Cairo bur¬ 
eau chief for Al-Jazeera English 
when he was arrested in Egypt in 


2013 with two colleagues. He was 
ultimately convicted of terror- 
related charges and sentenced to 
three years in prison in a widely 
condemned retrial this year for 
airing what a court described as 
“false news” and coverage biased 
in favour of the now-banned 
Muslim Brotherhood. 


Fahmy finally arrived in To¬ 
ronto on Sunday after el-Sisi par¬ 
doned him, At an earlier news 
conference, Fahmy did say that 
members of the Conservative 
government had been unwill¬ 
ing to talk to him or his lawyers 
during his long ordeal. 

“There are no words to de¬ 


scribe when you are wrongfully 
convicted and sitting in a cold cell 
infested with insects nurturing 
a broken shoulder,” Fahmy said. 
“But when you’re there, your 
only hope is that your prime 
minister will do everything in his 
power to get you out of there.”

Economy, war, guns 
dominate debate

Russians deny 
involvement 

The missile shot skyward from 
war-ravaged eastern Ukraine. 
With deadly accuracy more 
than six miles up, it detonated 
just in front of the Malaysia 
Airlines jetliner, sending hun¬ 
dreds of jagged steel shards 
ripping through its aluminum 
skin at up to 9,000 km/h and 
shearing the cockpit from the 
rest of the plane. 

The two pilots and purser in 
the cockpit died instantly, and 
the Boeing 777 disintegrated 
and fell to earth, killing the 
rest of the 298 men, women 
and children aboard Flight 
17 on July 17, 2014, Dutch 
investigators said Tuesday in 
a long-awaited report. 

Some of the victims may 
have been conscious for 60 to 
90 seconds, the Dutch Safety 
Board said, but they probably 
were not fully aware of what 


was happening in the oxygen- 
starved, freezing chaos. The 
tornado-like airflow surging 
through the doomed jet as 
it came apart was powerful 


enough to tear off people’s 
clothes and leave naked 
corpses amid the fields of 
sunflowers. 

The 15-month Dutch inves¬ 


tigation blamed a Soviet-made 
surface-to-air Bulc missile for 
downing the Amsterdam to 
Kuala Lumpur flight, but it 
did not explicitly say who had 
fired it. It identified an area of 
320 square kilometres where 
it said the launch must have 
taken place, and all of the 
land was in the hands of pro- 
Russian separatists fighting 
Ukrainian forces at the time 
of the disaster, according to 
daily maps of fighting released 
by the Ukrainian National Se¬ 
curity Council. 

The Dutch Safety Board 
also found that the tragedy 
wouldn’t have happened if the 
airspace of eastern Ukraine 
had been totally closed to 
passenger planes as fighting 
raged below. 

Russian officials were 
prompt to dismiss the Dutch 
report, with Deputy Foreign 
Minister Sergei Ryablcov call¬ 
ing it an obvious “attempt to 
make a biased conclusion, in 
essence to carry out a polit¬ 
ical order.” the associated press 


Hillary Rodham Clinton and 
Sen. Bernie Sanders clashed 
over U.S. involvement in the 
Middle East, gun control and 
economic policy in the first 
Democratic 
presidential 
debate Tuesday, 
outlining com¬ 
peting visions 
for a party seek¬ 
ing to keep the 
White House 
for a third 
straight term. 

Yet in a mo¬ 
ment of politic¬ 
al unity — and 
levity — Sanders leapt to Clin¬ 
ton’s defence on the issue of her 
controversial email practices as 
secretaiy of state. 

“The American people are 
sick and tired of hearing about 
your damn emails,” Sanders 
exclaimed as the crowd in Las 
Vegas roared with applause. A 
smiling Clinton reached over 
to shake his hand and said, 
“Thank you, Bernie.” 

While the five candidates 
onstage took issue with each 
other, they also repeatedly 
sounded traditional Democrat¬ 
ic themes — such as fighting 
income inequality — that are 


sure to cany over to the general 
election campaign against the 
Republicans. 

First, the Democrats must 
choose their own candidate. 

And through¬ 
out most of the 
two-hour debate 
Clinton played 
the role of ag¬ 
gressor, an un¬ 
expected shift 
for a candidate 
who had bare¬ 
ly mentioned 
her Democrat¬ 
ic rivals since 
launching her 
campaign six months ago. Until 
now, Clinton and Sanders - who 
has emerged as her toughest 
competition - have circled each 
other cautiously and avoided 
personal attacks. 

Joining Clinton and Sand¬ 
ers on stage in Las Vegas was 
a trio of low-polling candidates 
looking for a breakthrough mo¬ 
ment: former Maryland Gov. 
Martin O’Malley; Jim Webb, 
a former Navy secretary and 
U.S. senator from Virginia, and 
Lincoln Chafee, the Republic¬ 
an-turned independent-turned 
Democrat from Rhode Island.

Taliban pulls out 
of northern city 


The Taliban said Tuesday they 
are withdrawing from Kunduz, 
a strategic northern city that 
briefly fell to the insurgents 
last month, as an Afghan offi¬ 
cial said life there is returning 
to normal. 

Taliban spokesman Zabihul- 
lah Mujahid said in an email to 
media members that the group’s 
fighters are retreating to avoid 
further civihan casualties. 

Hamdullah Danishi, the act¬ 
ing governor of Kunduz prov¬ 
ince, said shops and markets 
in the city had reopened and 


residents were venturing out 
of their homes. He said troops 
were continuing to search the 
city, suspecting that some in¬ 
surgents had remained behind. 

“Afghan security forces are 
in control of the whole city,” 
said Gen. Mohammad Qasim 
Jungulbagh, provincial police 
chief of Kunduz. 

Taliban insurgents were 
present on the outskirts of the 
city, and were mostly holed up 
in the Chahar Dara district, a 
longtime stronghold, Jungul¬ 
bagh Said. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Huge cocaine seizure 

Authorities in the French 
Caribbean island of Martin¬ 
ique say they have seized 
535 kilograms of cocaine 
destined for Europe. 

Officials said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday that the 
drugs were found aboard 
a Belgium-flagged boat 
located more than 740 kilo¬ 
metres from Martinique. 
They said two unidentified 
suspects have been ar¬ 
rested. 

Authorities have seized 
more than seven metric 
tons of drugs so far this

Batteries in checked 
luggage a fire risk 

The government is strong¬ 
ly urging airlines to tell 
passengers not to pack 
spare lithium batteries in 
checked luggage because 
they can ignite and fuel 
fires in baggage compart¬ 
ments. 

The safety alert issued 
Tuesday by the Federal 
Aviation Administration 
recommends that airlines 
tell passengers this when 
they are being ticketed 
and checking their bags, 
including those checked at

Sephardic Jews return to ancestral home 


Portugal has started granting 
citizenship rights to the des¬ 
cendants of Jews it persecuted 
five centuries ago. 

The Justice Ministry said 
Tuesday that on Oct. 2 it ap¬ 
proved the first three of more 
than 200 applications it has 
received so far. The other ap¬ 
plications are still being pro¬ 
cessed following a law that 
began in March. 

Seeking to make amends 
for past wrongdoing, both Por¬ 


tugal and Spain adopted laws 
this year allowing citizenship 
for descendants of Sephardic 
Jews — the term commonly 
used for those who once lived 
in the Iberian peninsula — per¬ 
secuted during the Inquisition. 

Alfonso Paredes Henriquez, 
a Panama-based real estate de¬ 
veloper, said he and his broth¬ 
er were among Portugal's suc¬ 
cessful applicants. They are 
entitled to a passport and the 
right to work and live in the 


28-nation European Union. 

Paredes Henriquez said 
he initially intended to re¬ 
quest Spanish citizenship but 
switched to Portugal after 
Spain’s delays in enacting 
its law, which was finally ap¬ 
proved in June. 

The Jewish Community of 
Oporto in northern Portugal, 
which is one of the organiz¬ 
ations vetting applications, 
said Paredes Henriquez is a 
descendant of Spanish and 


Portuguese Jews. His ances¬ 
tors were Rabbi Eliau Abraham 
Lopez, the great Sephardic 
rabbi of the Spanish-Portu- 
guese community in Curacao 
and of Spanish origin, and his 
wife Rachel Nunes da Fonseca, 
of Portuguese origin. 

The Community said Tues¬ 
day it has issued certificates 
for Jews from 23 countries, 
with two-thirds of them for 
Sephardic Jews from Turkey.

End violence by 
any means: PM 


Israel’s prime minister on Tues¬ 
day said he would take a series 
of “aggressive steps” to halt a 
wave of violence in Israeli cities 
after two attacks in Jerusalem 
left three Israelis dead. Three 
Palestinians, including two at¬ 
tackers, were also killed. 

The attacks in Jerusalem, 
including a deadly shooting 
and knifing spree on a bus 
and a violent hacking attack 
caught on video, escalated the 
monthlong unrest and raised 
the pressure on Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu to take 


action. The government has 
been unable to stop the vio¬ 
lence, carried out mostly by 
young Palestinians unaffiliated 
with known militant groups 
and apparently acting on their 
own. 

“Today we will decide on a 
series of additional aggressive 
steps in our war against terror¬ 
ists and inciters,” Netanyahu 
said in a speech to parliament. 
“We will use, and not hesitate 
to use, all means at our disposal 
to restore calm.”

IRAN 

Weapons trial 
not related 
to historic 
nuclear deal 

There are “strong indications” 
that Iran violated UN Security 
Council resolutions related to 
ballistic missiles when it test 
fired a new missile, the White 
House said Tuesday. 

White House press secretary 
Josh Earnest said that when it 
comes to Iran’s ballistic mis¬ 
sile program, “unfortunately, 
that’s not new.” 

“We have seen Iran almost 
serially violate the internation¬ 
al community’s concerns about 
their ballistic missile program,” 
Earnest said. 

He stressed, however, that 
those violations are “entirely 
separate” from the historic 
nuclear deal reached between 
Iran and world powers. 

“In contrast to the repeated 
violations of the UN Security 


Council resolution that per¬ 
tains to their ballistic missile 
activities, we’ve seen that Iran 
over the last couple of years 
has demonstrated a track rec¬ 
ord of abiding by the commit¬ 
ments that they made in the 
context of the nuclear talks,” 
Earnest said. 

At the State Department, 
spokesman Mark Toner added 


that the U.S. intended to raise 
the incident at the UN, “and 
then we’ll continue to do this 
for any and all Iranian viola¬ 
tions of UN Security Council 
resolutions.” He called the mis¬ 
sile test “deeply concerning.” 

Iranian state TV reported 
on Sunday that the Iranians 
successfully test fired a new 
guided long-range ballistic sur¬ 


face-to-surface missile. 

It was the first such test 
since Iran and world powers 
agreed to the nuclear deal. The 
agreement called on Iran not to 
undertake any activity related 
to ballistic missiles capable of 
delivering nuclear weapons. 

Iran says none of its missiles 
is designed for that purpose.

The brother of Jason Rezaian, 
The Washington Post journalist 
detained in Iran and convicted 
in secret, described his brother’s 
imprisonment as “cruel and 
inhumane” Tuesday and called 
on the U.S. government to take 
“any appropriate actions” to win 
his freedom. 

Ali Rezaian said in an inter¬ 
view in Washington that the 
charges were 
“trumped up” 
and there was no 
evidence that his 
brother tried to ac¬ 
cess security infor¬ 
mation. 

Iran’s judiciary 
spokesman con¬ 
firmed the verdict 
on state TV Sunday, 
saying the ruling is eligible for 
appeal within 20 days, but gave 
no indication of what punish¬ 
ment the 39-year-old Iranian- 
American journalist could face. 
Rezaian has been detained in 
Iran for 14 months on charges 
including espionage. He re¬ 
portedly faces up to 20 years 
in prison. 

Ali Rezaian said there was no 
reason for his brother to be in 
prison, and that the family has 


received no information about 
the verdict. 

“I would call it unjust, I would 
call it cruel and inhumane, I 
would say Jason’s lost 14 months 
of his life, half of his marriage, to 
being held without any evidence 
on charges that are completely 
trumped up,” Rezaian said. 

Jason Rezaian, the Post’s Teh¬ 
ran bureau chief since 2012, 
grew up in 
Marin County, 
California, and 
spent most of 
his life in the 
U.S. He holds 
both American 
and Iranian cit- 
izenship. He 
was detained 
with his wife, 
also a journalist, and two photo- 
journalists on July 22, 2014. All 
were later released except Re¬ 
zaian. 

His incarceration and trial 
played out against the back¬ 
drop of negotiations between 
Iran and five world powers, in¬ 
cluding the U.S., that resulted 
in an agreement for Iran to 
curb its nuclear program in 
exchange for sanctions relief.

Ex-Anglo Irish Bank 
chief faces 33 charges

Court documents unsealed Tues¬ 
day show that Ireland hopes to 
prosecute the disgraced former 
chief executive of Anglo Irish 
Bank for 33 counts of fraud, 
forgeiy and other crimes if he 
is extradited from Boston to 
Dublin. 

The disclosure, reflecting six 
years of Irish police and corpor¬ 
ate fraud investigations into 


David Drumm, came days after 
his arrest in his luxuiy Massa¬ 
chusetts home and hours ahead 
of his appearance in a Boston 
court to face an extradition 
warrant. If returned to Ireland 
and convicted of the most ser¬ 
ious charges, the warrant said 
Drumm, 48, could face “an un¬ 
limited term of imprisonment.” 

Anglo was the failed institu¬ 
tion at the heart of Ireland’s 
2008-13 financial crisis. It was 
the most aggressive lender 
during Ireland’s decade-long 
construction boom, gambling 
borrowed tens of billions on 
continued runaway growth in 
property values at home and 
abroad. When the 2008 global 


credit crunch exposed Anglo’s 
fragile finances, the Irish gov¬ 
ernment introduced a state- 
backed guarantee on Anglo 
debts in a failed bid to reassure 
investors. 

By early 2009, the govern¬ 
ment nationalized Anglo and 
its toxic property portfolio at an 
ultimate estimated cost to Irish 
taxpayers of 43.4 billion dollars 
— a bill so large it overwhelmed 
Ireland’s ability to finance itself 
and led to a humiliating 2010 
bailout. Ireland dissolved Anglo 
in 2011 and still is hying to sell 
many of the half-built property 
assets funded by the bank. 

Drumm and his wife fled 
to the United States in 2009, 


bought a 4,000-square-foot, 
$2-million home in the upscale 
Boston suburb of Wellesley, 
then filed for U.S. bankruptcy 
protection in a bid to avoid re¬ 
paying 12.6 million dollars in 
Anglo personal loans. Drumm 
argued the home was his wife’s, 
not his. 

In Januaiy, a Boston judge, 
Frank Bailey, rejected Drumm’s 
bankruptcy case in scathing 
terms, citing the banker’s ef¬ 
forts to conceal millions in 
assets and testimony riddled 
with what he called “outright 
lies.” Drumm’s appeal of that 
ruling accuses the judge of bias 
and his legal team of incompe¬ 
tence.

Hunter eats ants to 
survive in Outback

Library obtains 
Kevorkian’s papers 


A 62-year-old recreational hunter 
lost in a hot and arid region of 
the Australian Outback survived 
without water for six days by 
eating ants, police said Tuesday. 

Reg Foggerdy left a car driven 
by his brother late Wednesday in 
pursuit of a camel in the Great 
Victoria Desert in Western Aus¬ 
tralia state, Police Superintend¬ 
ent Andy Greatwood said. 

After his brother alerted au¬ 
thorities, police trackers found 
the former miner sitting under 
a tree on Tuesday morning 15 
kilometres from where he be¬ 
came lost. 

“He just spent the last two 
days under a tree eating black 
ants and that sustained him,” 
Greatwood said. “When we found 
him, he was extremely dehydrat¬ 


ed, disoriented and basically de¬ 
lusional.” A paramedic immedi¬ 
ately gave Foggerdy intravenous 
fluid and he recovered quickly. 

“The good news is he was 
sitting up and talking,” Great- 
wood said. 

Foggerdy was airlifted by the 
Royal Flying Doctor Service to the 
Kalgoorlie Hospital. He was ad¬ 
mitted in stable condition, hospi¬ 
tal spokesman Peter Cogan said. 

The brothers had been driv¬ 
ing back to their camp 170 kilo¬ 
metres east of the nearest town, 
Laverton, after a day’s hunting 
when Foggedy went missing, 
wearing only a T-shirt, shorts, a 
cap and flip flops. Temperatures 
reached up to 37 degrees Celsius, 
Greatwood said.

A University of Michigan libraiy 
announced Tuesday that it has 
acquired the papers of Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian and is making them 
publicly available as part of 
an effort to help people better 
understand the assisted-suicide 
advocate and his role in the 
right-to-die debate. 

The Bentley Historical Libraiy 
in Ann Arbor said Ava Janus, 
Kevorkian’s niece and sole heir, 
donated the collection, which 
spans from 1911 to 2014. It 
includes correspondence and 
manuscript drafts as well as files 
on assisted suicides, including 
medical histories, photographs, 
video and audio. 

“Long before Jack Kevorkian 
was known as ‘Dr. Death,’ he 
was a child of Armenian im¬ 


migrants, a successful student, 
a graduate of the University 
of Michigan Medical School, 
a musician, composer and sci¬ 
entist,” Terrence McDonald, 
the library’s director, said in 
a statement. “The release of 
his papers will allow scholars 
and students to understand the 
context of and driving forces 
in an interesting and provoca¬ 
tive life.” 

Kevorkian died in 2011 in 
suburban Detroit at age 83. He 
sparked the national right-to- 
die debate with a homemade 
suicide machine that helped 
end the lives of about 130 ailing 
people, using the term “medi- 
cide” to describe physician-as¬ 
sisted suicide.

Japan might cut 
UNESCO funding 


SECOND WORLD WAR 

UN’s stance 
on war-time 
massacre leads 
to protest 

Japan said Tuesday that it may 
cut funding for UNESCO after the 
UN world heritage body included 
documents on a Second World 
War-era massacre by Japanese 
troops on a Chinese city in its 
Memory of the World register, a 
move Tokyo criticized as biased. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Yoshi- 
hide Suga, the government’s 
chief spokesman, told repor¬ 
ters that UNESCO’s decision 
reflected only China’s views 
on the 1937 assault on Nanjing, 
when Japanese troops killed 
tens of thousands of civilians 
in the city. 

Chinese and Japanese esti¬ 
mates vary widely as to how 
many people died in the mas¬ 
sacre, viewed as one of the 
worst atrocities of the Second 
World War era. Estimates on the 


number of deaths range from 
40,000 to 300,000. 

“There is a big discrepancy of 
views between Japan and China, 
and the decision reflecting a 
unilateral view turns the issue 
into a political problem,” Suga 
said. “We are considering all 
measures (of protest), including 
suspension of our funding con¬ 
tributions” to UNESCO. 

According to the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry, Japan contrib¬ 
uted 3.72 billion yen (about $31 
million US) to UNESCO in 2014, 
or 10.8 per cent of its budget as¬ 
sessed for the UN. 

UNESCO’s budget for the two- 
year 2014-2015 period is $653 
million. Japan has also set up 
various trust funds to support 
work on world and cultural herit¬ 
age efforts. 

Suga said Japan would also 
seek reform of UNESCO, which 
was the first UN organization 
Japan joined after the Second 
World War, in its 1951 return 
to the international community. 

“The decision making process 
lacked transparency,” he said. 
“We were not even allowed ac-

cess to the contents of the Chi¬ 
nese documents.” 

While Japan objected to the 
inclusion of the documents on 
the Nanjing Massacre, it suc¬ 
ceeded in having some of its own 
candidates for the memoiy list 
included, including details on 
detainees held in Siberia after 
the Second World War. 

Materials submitted by China 
for inclusion in the Memory 
of the World Register in 2014 
included documents about the 
period of the massacre, about the 
postwar investigation and trials 
of war criminals documented 
by the Chinese National Gov¬ 
ernment’s Militaiy Tribunal in 
1945-47 and 1952-56 files from 
China’s judiciary.

Man rescued

A helicopter crash survivor was 
found floating on plants in Indo¬ 
nesia’s largest lake Tuesday and 
told rescuers the four other 
people on board also survived 
by jumping before the craft hit 
the water Sunday 
About 200 rescuers were 
searching on Tuesday evening 
for the four others. 

The survivor told rescuers that 
all five had stayed together, float¬ 
ing on water hyacinth about three 
kilometres from Samosir island, 
until Monday evening when the 
current separated them, said Her- 
onimus Guru, the deputy oper¬ 
ation director at the National 
Search and Rescue Agency. 

The Eurocopter EC-130 was on 
a chartered flight from the island 
in Toba Lake to North Sumatra 
province’s capital, Medan, when 
it was reported missing about 17 
minutes after takeoff.

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Twitter loses characters

Purge marks 
company’s first 
mass layoffs in 
9-year history 



Downsizing signals Twitter's push to slash costs as it tries to make money, the associated press 


Twitter is laying off up to 336 
employees, signalling CEO Jack 
Dorsey’s resolve to slash costs 
while the company struggles 
to make money. 

The cutbacks announced 
Tuesday could equate to about 
eight per cent of Twitter’s work¬ 
force of 4,100 people. 

The purge comes two weeks 
after Twitter brought back one 
of its co-founders as permanent 
CEO in hopes that Dorsey would 
be able to resolve problems that 
have slowed user growth at the 
messaging service and com¬ 
pounded an uninterrupted cycle 
of financial losses. 

Cutting costs can boost prof¬ 
its, but at Twitter, it has also 
raised uncertainty about the 
future, the company’s pursuit 
of faster growth and its abil¬ 
ity to attract a larger audience. 

The layoffs may be a sign of 
desperation at a sinking com¬ 
pany, said Edison Investment Re¬ 
search analyst Richard Windsor. 

“It is important to run a tight 
ship, but simply cutting jobs is 
often the action of a company 
that does not know what else 
to do,” Windsor said. 

Dorsey told Twitter employ¬ 


ees in a Tuesday letter that a 
more streamlined company 
will result in more products 
rolling out more quickly. “We 
feel strongly that engineering 
will move much faster with 
a smaller and nimbler team,” 
Dorsey wrote. 

Twitter’s workforce has near¬ 
ly doubled over the past two 
years, hindering efforts to turn 
a profit for the first time in its 
nine-year histoiy. Since Dorsey 
and his partners started the

service, Twitter has lost nearly 
$2 billion US. 

Dorsey has acknowledged 


that Twitter is too confusing for 
many people to use, turning off 
new users at a time when other 
social services such as Snapchat 
and Faceboolc’s WhatsApp 
have grown in popularity. 

As part of its revival plan, 
Twitter last week unveiled a 
new feature called Moments 
that packages commentary, 
video and photos about ma¬ 
jor events that have captured 
people’s attention. The work on 
Moments began while Dorsey’s

Isn’t it funny how people 
we disagree with have ex¬ 
treme political views, while 
we invariably see our own 
political prejudices as firmly 
held beliefs? 

See? I don’t even know 
whether you and I will vote 
the same way on Monday, 
and I’m already provoking an 
argument. Perhaps it’s due 
to years of consorting with 
loudmouthed journalists, but 
I rather enjoy lively debate 
anywhere, including at the 
dinner table. 

Admittedly, my journalist 
friends tend to see political 
arguments more as a blood 
sport than the expression of 
firmly held beliefs. But this 
lack of any heartfelt convic¬ 
tion on their part is what 
makes them so entertaining. 
They delight in bashing each 
other with well-researched 
facts and clever quips without 
getting emotionally invested, 

If you wanted to 
spend the evening 
with like-minded 
individuals 
indulging in a self- 
righteous orgy of 
shared beliefs, 
you'd skip the 
dinner party and 
go straight to your 
Close Friends on 
Facebook. 
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providing pure entertainment 
for the rest of us. 

If you’re lucky enough to 
have friends like these, I sug¬ 
gest you sit back and enjoy 
the spectacle, stepping in only 
occasionally, like the Speaker 
of the House, to restore order 
when things get too raucous. 

If, however, your friends 
are normal human beings 
who tend to get emotionally 
invested in things like the 
outcome of the election and 
the future of our nation, you 
are absolutely right to fear 
that your dinner party will 
be spoiled. Outside of couples 
counselling, where histrionic 
behaviour is a privilege that’s 
paid for, violently emotional 
arguments are indecorous to 
say the least. 

There is nothing more bor¬ 
ing than passionate blow- 
hards yelling at each other, 
eveiyone refusing to change 
their minds or listen to other 
points of view, while ex¬ 
pecting their own points of 
view to be heard and other 
minds to change.

When I was in Grade 8 — 
back when the earth was 
cooling — the girls at our 
public school staged a 
revolution against the board 
of education's dress code. 

It forbade us from wearing 
pants, even when it was 
freezing cold, even though 
lots of us hated dresses, 
even though dresses re¬ 
stricted us (just try to slide 
into third wearing a dress 
and not show your under¬ 
wear). 

The school board made 
strained arguments: girls 
and women wearing pants 
were immodest, unattractive, 
even unhealthy. But times 
were changing — this was 
1970, after all! — and the girls 
made a huge fuss. Before 
long, an announcement was 
made. We could wear pants. 
Finally, we were free. 

Perhaps that's why, in my 
own middle-aged, middle- 
class, secular white-woman 
cultural bubble, I dislike the 
idea of niqabs and burkas. 
They seem an affront to free¬ 
dom. I, personally, cannot 
imagine choosing to wear 
one, and I feel a frisson of 
horror at the idea of being 
forced to do so. Perhaps I 
can justify this by observing 
that there are regimes in this 
world that restrict women's 
freedoms by legislating that 
they veil completely. But I 
remind myself that this is 
Canada. Canadian law does 
not require women to veil. 

It also does not require 


them to take their veils off. 

Despite this, our govern¬ 
ment has waged a legal war 
on a woman named Zunera 
Ishaq, using a quarter-million 
dollars of taxpayers' money. 

It pursued her through the 
courts, trying to force her 
to remove her veil when she 
took her oath of citizen¬ 
ship, arguing her covered 
face was "disrespectful" 

— as weak an argument as 
the ones the school board 
made. The courts rejected 
it. Even so, the government 
won't give up. It's taking it to 
the Supreme Court. 

That court has interpreted 
the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms to require that 
reasonable accommoda¬ 
tion be made for Canadians' 
religious and cultural garb. 
No law that violates some¬ 
one's rights (as does the 
provision in the Citizenship 
Act that requires a woman to 
unveil in public) is allowed 
to stand. Instead, she is al¬ 
lowed to remove her veil in 
private. Harper knows this, 
but he continues to pursue 
Ishaq, knowing that to many 
ignorant and fearful voters, 
he appears to be protecting 
national security. 

In fact, the Charter pro¬ 
tects Ishaq — from her own 
government's imposition of 
an unfair law. Veiled women 
are entitled to the protection 
of the Charter. Just like us 
schoolgirls, they are allowed 
to wear what they want. 

Because, after all, it's a 
free country.

This versatile 
fruit can make 
a simple snack 
or fancy fare 

Rob Gentile, chef-owner of 
a trio of Buca restaurants in 
Toronto, says eating a voluptu¬ 
ous fig straight from the tree 
is an incredible experience. 

“You should eat it sitting 
down,” Gentile says, “and re¬ 
flect on how good it is.” 

While finding a truly deli¬ 
cious fig in Canada can be 
frustrating, that doesn’t stop 
him from cooking with them. 
He poaches the fresh fruit 
in sugar syrup with grappa 
and espresso for his brunch 
menus, and insists that figs, 
pork blood and chocolate, 
a regional Italian specialty, 
make a “heavenly” combina¬ 
tion. 

But don’t think figs need 
to be complicated. A simple 
snack like a bagel or slice of 
toast smeared with cream 
cheese and topped with 
mashed fig halves is easy and 
delicious.

2. Place pizza stone or 
heavy baking sheet in oven 
and preheat to 500F (260C). 


3. Place half the dough on 
a 12xl2-inch (30x20 cm) 
piece of parchment paper. 
Roll into a 9-inch (23 cm) 
circle with lightly floured 
rolling pin. Brush with half 
the olive oil and spread half 
the caramelized shallots 
over all, leaving a 1/2-inch 
(1 cm) border. 

4. Arrange slices from two 
figs 1/2-inch (1 cm) apart 
over shallots and season 
lightly with salt and pep¬ 
per. 

Sprinkle half the goat 
cheese and 1 Tbsp (15 mL) 
Parmigiano evenly over all. 
Transfer sheet with pizza 
to preheated pan and bake 
10 to 15 minutes or until 
cheese and edge of crust are 
lightly browned. 

5. Repeat with second pizza 
or bake both at the same 
time. Transfer to cutting 
board, cool slightly then 
cut in wedges. Garnish with 
sliced prosciutto and aru- 
gula. 

Serve warm or at room 
temperature. Makes two 
nine-inch pizzas.

Organizing a family vacation can be exciting, 
yet stressful.

In addition to 
checking that they are up-to-date on regular 
immunizations such as tetanus, measles and 
mumps, Robleto recommends a pre-travel 
assessment. 

“At Atlas, we look at the destination, im¬ 
munization history, food and water pre¬ 
cautions and go through common high-risk 
issues for kids such as rabies, depending on 
the location, or diarrhea,” she says. “They can 
then be vaccinated.” 

No matter the destination, Robleto says she 
always recommends the hepatitis A vaccine 
because the virus can be contracted world¬ 
wide through food and water contamination. 

“The first dose of hepatitis A vaccine is 
good for six to 12 months, and the second 
dose is good for 25 years,” she says. “If you’re

“Sustainable” has become the 
sweetest word on eveiy foodie’s 
lips. It is today’s conundrum to 
choose foods that are afford¬ 
able, delicious and good for 
both you and the planet. 

Ocean Wise is a program 
established by the Vancouver 
Aquarium that is one of 18 or¬ 
ganizations working together 
across North America to help 
save our oceans but keep us eat¬ 
ing delicious fish. They estimate 
that 90 per cent of the world’s 
predatory fish are gone already. 
This is why they certify fisheries 
and keep up-to-date suggestions 
on which fish to enjoy. 

One of the newest species 
on the recommended list is the 
gooseneck barnacles that you 
may be seeing on restaurant 
menus this season. A delicacy in 


Spain and Portugal, where they 
are called percebes, the shell 
is inedible but the protruding 
foot has a calamari feel, which 
tastes somewhat briny. 

Given the cost — ranging 
from $16 to $30 for an appe¬ 
tizer or $20/lb. to buy them 
from the fishery — they are 
usually the fare of higher-end 
restaurants. Typically, they’re 
served as one or two in a dish 


that will take on the accom¬ 
panying flavours, much like 
mussels in garlic broth. This 
unfortunate-looking tiny shell¬ 
fish is harvested by hand by the 
Nuu-chah-nulth First Nations 
fisheiy in B.C. The barnacles 
have a short shelf life, so fisher¬ 
men do not harvest them until 
they receive an order. 

Consuming barnacles, which 
are lower on the food chain, is 


more Earth friendly than con¬ 
suming the increasingly rare 
predatoiy fish. 

But you don’t have to go all 
the way to barnacles — maybe 
sardines instead of salmon is a 
more simple switch.

BOUTIQUE GROCERIES 

Scoping out 
the secretive 
chain's Buffalo 
outpost 

Trader Joe’s has its fans, its cult- 
ists and its detractors. 

So what exactly is it about 
this boutique groceiy chain that 
inspires such passion? 

Is it the fact that this tiki- 
themed, culinaiy cruise ship is 
staffed by cheerful crew, mer¬ 
chants, mates and captains? Or 
how about the way that TJ’s 
notorious secrecy plays so well 
in this age of TMI? 

How many people know that 
Trader Joe’s, despite being head¬ 
quartered in California, has been 
privately owned by Germany’s 
Albrecht family since 1979? 

Probably not as many as can 
decipher those ringing bells, 
heard on a recent “investiga¬ 
tive” trip to the store in Buffalo, 
NY. One bell is a call to open a 
cash register, two means there’s 
a question at the checkout, and 
three is a request for a manager. 

“We wear Hawaiian shirts 
because we’re traders on the 
culinary seas, searching the 
world over for cool items to 
bring home to our customers,” 
the company’s website says, of 
its distinct theme. “And when 
we return home, we think gro¬ 
cery shopping should be fim, not 
another chore. So just relax and 
leave your worries at the door. 
We’ll sail those seven seas, you 
have some fun with our finds 
at your neighbourhood Trader 
Joe’s.” 

Trader Joe’s is smaller than 
you’d imagine, making it a 
pleasure to navigate. The crew 
members don’t have much in¬ 
sight into Canadian customers, 
but eagerly tout their favourite 
products. 

The company shuns so¬ 
cial media and lets fans run 


@traderjoeslist on Twitter. 

Last year, the chain of 400- 
plus stores dropped plans to 
open in an African-American 
neighbourhood in Portland after 
activists voiced fears that gentri- 
fication would price the black 
community out of the area. 

The company touts high stan¬ 
dards for its private label — no 
artificial flavours or preserva¬ 
tives, genetically modified in¬ 
gredients or synthetic colours, et 
cetera—but won’t reveal who its 
vendors are so customers can’t 


verify these claims. 

Beth Kowitt, writing in For¬ 
tune in 2010 about the “secret 
world” of Trader Joe’s, declares 
the chain “an offbeat, fun dis¬ 
covery zone that elevates food 
shopping from a chore to a cul¬ 
tural experience.” 

It stocks its shelves, she 
writes, “with a winning com¬ 
bination of low-cost, yuppie- 
friendly staples ... and exotic, 
affordable luxuries.” 

Indeed, the prices are a big 
draw. This ain’t no Whole 


Foods Market (a.k.a. “whole 
paycheque”). 

Toronto immigration attor¬ 
ney Mackenzie Houck, a trans¬ 
planted American, lived offTJ’s 
frozen bean and rice burritos 
during law school. 

She adores peanut butter- 
filled salted pretzels, veggie and 
flaxseed tortilla chips, natural 
turkey jerky, fireworks choco¬ 
late bars, eggplant hummus, dry 
and unsalted almonds, Wasabi 
Wow trail mix and multivita¬ 
mins (huh?). 


Houck doesn’t drive, so her 
“TJs pipeline” includes care pack¬ 
ages from her mom, gifts from 
visiting friends and whatever 
she can stuff in her carry-on 
bag when she travels. 

“When someone is heading 
to/through Buffalo, they’ll ask 
the other Americans for any 
items they need,” adds Houck. 
“It’s also nearly mandatoiy to 
share the booty upon return.” 

Will a Canada TJ’s ever hap¬ 
pen? 

“One can only dream,” says 


Houck. 

So far, the company’s only 
foray into Canada has been a 
legal tussle. 

In 2013, the company lost its 
legal battle with Pirate Joe’s, a 
small Vancouver retailer that 
declares itself an “unauthorized, 
unaffiliated, unafraid” reseller 
of Trader Joe’s products. 

Pirate Joe’s owner Michael 
Hallatt buys retail in America, 
imports legally and adds proper 
Canadian labels. Good on him.

DELICACIES 

Japanese food festival tries to lure visitors with whale meat 


When tourists think of Japan, 
images of dramatic landscapes, 
futuristic cities and world-class 
sushi might spring to mind. 

But one Tokyo district is 
hoping to reel in outsiders with 
the product of one of the coun¬ 
try’s more controversial trad¬ 
itions — slaughtering whales. 

Ebisu, a chichi gastronomic 
hub close to Tokyo’s frenetic 
Shibuya shopping district, is host¬ 
ing an annual food festival aimed 
at introducing foreigners to the 
culinaiy delights of whale meat. 

“With so many foreign tour¬ 
ists visiting Japan now, we would 
like to show how we really feel” 


about eating the animal, said 
Talcashi Furui, head of the event’s 
executive committee, at a press 
conference declaring the festival 
open last week. 

A record 13.4 million foreign¬ 
ers visited Japan in 2014, up from 
10.4 million the previous year. 

The figure has already reached 
12.9 million by August this year 
—with many regions jostling for 
ways to stand out as the 2020 
Olympics approaches. 

Around 30 restaurants in Ebisu 
district are offering whale dishes 
throughout the festival, which 
ends on Oct. 18. 

But few tourists visiting the

district this week seemed will¬ 
ing to tuck into the dark meat, 
which fans say has a gamey qual¬ 
ity, similar to venison. 


“I don’t believe I would do 
that unless I was absolutely starv¬ 
ing and there was nothing else 
to eat,” Canadian visitor Betty 
Lidington said near the main 
Ebisu station. 

Her husband Bill agreed: “I 
don’t really want to, and I won’t 
miss it if I don’t taste a whale.” 

Japan’s culinaiy relationship 
to cetaceans is both controversial 
and complex. 

The seafaring nation has hunt¬ 
ed whales for hundreds of years 
but the industry only really took 
off after the Second World War 
to help feed a hungiy country. 

In recent decades it has used a 


legal loophole in the internation¬ 
al ban on whale hunting that al¬ 
lows it to continue catching the 
animals to gather scientific data. 

But it has never made a secret 
of the fact that the whale meat 
from these hunts often ends up 
on dining tables — even though 
consumption has fallen sharply 
in recent years. 

The country’s influential Japan 
Whaling Association has given 
the festival its blessing. 

“If foreign visitors actually see 
the food being served at restau¬ 
rants, I hope they understand 
and say it may be all right to use 
it as resources as long as the ani¬ 


mals are not endangered,” said 
chairman Kazuo Yamamura, who 
attended the festival opening. 

Festival organizers say Ebisu’s 
name is deeply entwined with 
fishing, whales and foreigners. 

Ebisu is a fishing god and one 
of the Seven Deities of Good For¬ 
tune. The word can also refer to 
a whale, in a deified form, and 
was once used as a term to de¬ 
scribe foreigners. 

Seattle tourist Eric Johnnson 
said the festival put him off the 
district entirely. “Based on the 
principle of it, I would not even 
want to try it even if it tastes 
amazing and wonderful.” afp

Few things tick me off more 
than change for the sake of 
change. I’m tired of having 
to track down a grocery item 
because the package is differ¬ 
ent, or seeing that my running 
shoe has been discontinued 
because its design was more 
than a year old. 

So I was pleased to dis¬ 
cover that when Mazda up¬ 
dated its CX-5 for 2016, it only 
made some minor tweaks to 
a vehicle that was already a 
very decent driver. 

The grille changes slight¬ 
ly on all models, while my 
top-line GT gets LED accent 
lighting and new wheels. The 
rear seats are more support¬ 
ive, there’s an electric parking 
brake in place of a lever, and a 
new infotainment system sits 
in the dash, controlled by a 
joystick in the centre console 
rather than buttons alongside 
the screen. 

The GT also receives naviga¬ 


tion as standard equipment. 

Two engines are available, 
starting with a 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder in the base GX. That 
trim is front-wheel drive only, 
and offers a stick shift or auto¬ 
matic. The GS and GT trims use 
a 2.5-litre four-cylinder with a 
six-speed automatic. The GS 
can be ordered in front- or 
all-wheel drive, while the GT 
is AWD only. 

The CX-5 shares both its 
platform and that 2.5-litre 
engine with the Mazda6. 
Like that sedan, the CX-5 ac¬ 
celerates briskly and handles 
beautifully, with far sportier 
performance than you’d expect 
from an SUV. 

My GT tester was optioned 
with a Technology Package, 
which adds such items as 
adaptive cruise control, auto¬ 
matic high-beam headlights, 
forward collision warning with 
braking, and a lane departure 
system that blares a rumble- 
strip sound out of the stereo 
speaker if you drift out of your 
lane. The package also adds sat¬ 
ellite radio, though I thought 
that should have been bundled 
with the premium stereo that’s 
part of the GT’s equipment list. 

But be warned: If you opt 
for this top-line trim, it can 
be as much as $1,000 more 
than similarly-equipped rivals. 
Be sure to check out all the 
trim levels and features if this 
Mazda is on your radar.

Last week when a car abruptly 
turned into my lane I laid on 
the horn so hard and so fast 
I almost sprained my wrist. 

But it worked. He swung 
back into his lane. No sheet 
metal was harmed. My sphinc¬ 
ter muscles relaxed. 

And the best thing? I didn’t 
feel guilty about using the 
horn. Usually I do. 

Even when I’m completely 
justified for honking in a non¬ 
emergency situation — like en¬ 
lightening an absentmind- 
ed driver in front 
of me that the 
traffic light 
is no 
longer 
red but 


tribute to traffic flow, safety 
and civility. 

Maybe we need to re-claim 
the horn for the more genteel 
and useful purposes it can also 
provide. In that light, I did 
some research into the mat¬ 
ter and can offer this (incom¬ 
plete list) of Acceptable and 
Non-Acceptable situations for 
using your horn, or honking. 
But remember, every situa¬ 
tion is ultimately unique, so 
don’t use this list as the last 
word on the matter. Personal 
judgment is always necessary 
in honking. 

• Acceptable — If you see 
someone holding up a sign 
that reads: “Honk if you like 
lasagna.” 

• Unacceptable — If you see 
someone holding up a sign 
that reads: “Honk if you like 
cholera.”

Jason Spezza scored three 
goals, including the tiebreaker 
late in the third period, and 
the Dallas Stars spoiled Con¬ 
nor McDavid’s first NHL goal 
with a 4-2 victory over the 
Edmonton Oilers on Tuesday 
night. 

Spezza’s go-ahead goal for 
a 3-2 lead with 4:30 remain¬ 
ing came moments after Kari 
Lehtonen stopped Nail Yaku- 
pov on a breakaway Lehtonen 


made his season debut after 
backing up Antti Niemi in the 
first two games. 

The Stars had 52 shots, 
their most since Feb. 3, 1990, 
in a 7-6 loss to Philadelphia. 
Spezza finished off the hat 
trick with an empty-net goal. 

McDavid, selected No. 1 
overall in the June draft, scored 
in the second period to pull the 
Oilers even at 2 after they had 
fallen behind 2-0. 

Anders Nilsson made 48 
saves in his first appearance 
for Edmonton, but he couldn’t 
stop Spezza when the Dallas 
forward took a dump-off pass 
from Antoine Roussel in the 
slot. 

McDavid almost scored Ed¬ 
monton’s first goal when he

appeared to tip a shot by de¬ 
fenceman Oscar Klefbom, who 
got credit for the goal. 

But McDavid didn’t have to 
wait much longer, redirecting 
a long shot by Andrej Selcera 
past Lehtonen less than 2 min¬ 
utes later midway through the 
second period. 

The quick scoring burst 
ended a 90-minute home 
scoreless streak to start the 
season for the Stars, who got 
a shutout from Niemi in the 


season opener. Lehtonen, the 
starter for five seasons in Dal¬ 
las, finished with 26 saves. 

McDavid struggled in the 
faceoff circle again, winning 
just three of nine to put him at 
8 of 33 for the season. He had 
three shots in 16 minutes. 

Spezza opened the scor¬ 
ing late in the first period by 
sneaking a shot between Nils¬ 
son’s pad and the left post on 
a shot with almost no angle 
along the boards not far from 
the goal line.

Down 2-0 in the American 
League Division Series, Blue Jays 
manager John Gibbons did not 
look his normal relaxed self in 
the visiting manager’s office at 
Globe Life Park. 

A persistent hacking chest 
cold was no doubt responsible 
for the grey look. But Toronto’s 
predicament wasn’t helping. 
One more slip-up and the Jays’ 
dream season was over. 

“It has happened fast,” Gib¬ 
bons acknowledged. “I think a 
week ago today we were sitting 
down in Tampa taking the Sports 
Illustrated (cover) picture.” 

Two wins later, the series 
with Texas is even and Toronto 
can dispatch the Rangers on 
Wednesday from the comfort 
of its home stadium. Gibbons 
has made some hard decisions 
along the way in the pressure- 
filled playoff cauldron where 
three losses can quickly trump 
the 93 wins in the regular season. 

Prior to Game 3, he was asked 
whether his first foray into the 
post-season had proved more 
challenging than expected. 

“I don’t know if it’s harder 
than you imagine. It’s definite¬ 


ly more intense. I don’t know. 
I can’t really answer that yet. 
I’ve loved every minute of it but 
there’s definitely a different feel 
in these games than your normal 
games,” he said. 

“But it’s still baseball. You still 
have to execute, you still have to 
do your thing.” In the leadup to 
the post-season, Gibbons looked 
after his players. 

He let them celebrate the fran¬ 
chise’s long-awaited return to the 
playoffs. He gave them time off 
to recover. He handed the ball 
to veteran LaTroy Hawkins in 
the game that clinched the AL 


East title. And in another sign of 
respect, he gave Mark Buehrle 
a bonus start in a bid to reach 
200 innings pitched for the 15th 
straight season. 

With the season on the line 
Monday, Gibbons played hard¬ 
ball. 

Despite being up 7-1, he 
pulled RA. Dickey after he yield¬ 
ed a single with two outs in the 
fifth, denying the 40-year-old 
knuckleballer a win in his first- 
ever post-season start. 

He inserted David Price, 
effectively using up the Game 1 
starter in a relief role. 


Both players relished the 
chance to go back to Toronto 
with the series still alive but nei¬ 
ther seemed too chuffed about 
how they got there. 

With Brett Cecil injured and 
fellow left-hander Aaron Loup 
unavailable because of a family 
matter, Gibbons had few south¬ 
paw options against a Texas bat¬ 
ting order bristling with five 
lefties.
